telligently and insistently before Parlia- 
ment. At this critical hour Sinn Fein has 
deserted the Irish people. So far as the 
South of Ireland is concerned, all the 
work has been left to a handful of 
Unionist and Nationalist members. They 
have fought finely and with a notable 
measure of success; but, if the seventy 
Sinn Fein members had gone to West- 
minster, we might have secured such a 
great schemes of reconstruction as would 
have paved the way for an agreed settle- 
ment of our political problems. The 
results of Sinn Fein's abstention are not 
yet apparent, but in a very few months 
the whole Irish people will begin to de- 
mand explanations. How will Mr. de Valera 
then justify the sacrifice of the country’s 
real interests to the chimera of an Irish 
Republic? Yesterday he accepted, very 
sensibly, as we think—it is the first sen- 
sible thing that Sinn Fein has done—the 
Government’s measure of proportional re- 
presentation. It is designed as a trick, 
he argues, but Sinn Fein will be able to 
turn it to good ends. Why has Sinn Fein 
refused to pramote, on the same principle, 
the Government's scheme of reconstruc- 
tion? Is there no room for a prosperous 
Ireland in the Sinn Fein programme? 
Neither Mr, de Valera nor any other 
speaker—lay or clerical—referred yester- 
day to the recent murders of innocent 
Irishmen. We are gravely disappointed 
at their silence. More than once of late 
we have expressed our belief that neither 
the leaders of the Sinn Fein movement nor 
the mass of their followers have the 
slightest sympathy with the authors of 
these hideous crimes. We hold the Sinn 
Fem policy to be foolish and fanatical, but 
we refuse to associate the movement, as a 
whole, with the weapons of the assassin, 
Nevertheless, we are certain that in this 
matter a large responsibility reste upon 
the men to whom hundreds of thousands of 
young Irishmen look for political guid- 
ange. Sinn Fein preaches and practises 
contempt of British law. Its glorification 
of the Easter Rebellion has put very 
dangerous notions into these young men's 
heads. Under its régime the whole country 
has become an armed camp. Its exploits 
of prison-breaking have established a very 
mischievous standard of what it regards 
clearly as legitimate violence. In many 
speeches and resolutions Sinn Fein has 
expressed contempt and hostility for all 
who wear the Kings uniform and serve him 
loyally in Ireland. In a word, the acts and 
speeches of Sinn Fein have created an 
atmosphere in which desperate and ill. 
balanced minds may be tempted’ to shake 
off more easily than usual the restraints of 
conscience and morality. It seems tows 
not enough, therefore, that the great body 
of Sinn Feiners should be above all 
suspicion of sympathy vith crime. We 


| think thet the present state of Ireland 


demands from their leaders a clear and 
emphatic pronouncement that the whole 
movement regards the recent murders with 
the same horror and loathing which they 
have stirred in the hearts of Irishmen who 
are not Sinn Feiners and do not advocate 


jor practise defiance of the law. . For a 


different reason—because it is the guardian 
of the faith ind morals of the majority 
of the people—-we think that the Roman 
Catholic Church should not delay to lannch 
its thunders against crimes which have 
blackened Ireland's name in the eyes of 
the world.

supply of electricity. Opposition to this

It is to be hoped that, before the Com- 
mittee meetings come to an end, Sir Eric 
Geddes will make a full and frank state- 
ment on the condition of the ratlways. 
The information which he has given so 
far on this question is not at all satis- 
factory.. When he introduced the Bill he 
stated that every railway in the United 
Kingdom was being run at a loss, and he 
estimated the deficit for the current 
rear at £100,000,000. His statement left 
the impression that the undertakings were 
in a hopeless condition of chaos, and that 
the sole chance of salvation lay in State 
control. Railway stockholders are en- 
titled to know why their properties, which 
admittedly were on a paying basis in 1914, 
are now showing a loss of something over 
four per cent. on capital. Sir Eric's state- 
ment has been challenged by several high 
authorities, including Sir Frederick Ban- 
bury. , The figures given at Tuesday's 
sitting of the Committee were interesting, 
but not very hopeful. A detailed state- 
ment is required. Sir Eric said that 
originally he estimated the loss on the 
year’s working at between £90,000,000 and 
£100,000,000. The recent wages and eight- 
hour day concessions would increase that 
amount by £25,000,000. Credit would 


£16,000,000, due to the advance in pas- 
senger fares. If the revenue from Govern- 
ment traffic were what he expected it to 
be, the net deficit would be about 
£100,000 ,000.

The meeting wie 
held at Burlington House, and a small executive 
committee was appointed, under the chairman- 
ship of Lord Muir-Mackenzie, G.C.B., which in- 
eluded Sir John P. Mahaffy, G.B.E.; Sir F. G. 
Kenyon, K.C.B.; Dr, M. RE. James, Dr. Norman 
Moere, and others, with the Librarian of the 
House of Lords as honorary secretary, This 
committee decided to co-operate with the 
Governors of the John Rylands Library, Man- 
chester, in the development of a scheme which 
they had already inaugurated. 

Cousiderable progress has now been made, and 
the British Museum, the Universities, and a 
number of the learned societies of the United 
Kingdom, and also private individuals, have 
contfibuted many thousands of volumes. The 
Council of the Royal Irish Academy have agreed 
to present a set, as complete as possible, of all 
the publications of the Academy, including the 
id rEuscn reproductions of the greater Irish 

anuscripte, Book of Leinster, Book of RBally- 
mote, Leabhar Breac, Yellow Book of Lecan, 
ete.; and we believe that the Universities, the 
other learned societies, and libraries of Ireland 
will also give their assistance. R

have been satisfactorily adjusted. There 
were, of course, considerable difficulties in 
the way... Everybody sympathises with 
France's desire for “security, but it does 
not follow that the particular method sug- 
gested by her spokesmen were necessarily 
the best for obtaining it. Without going 
into particulars too closely, one may say 
that a solution which does not require for 
its fulfilment the retention of an immense 
Army of Occupation is superior to one 
that does.

The Prime Minister to-day has sent the 
following answer to the telegram from 
nearly three handred Coalition members 
urging the presentation to the enemy of a 
bill for the full cost of the war :—‘‘My 
colleagues and I mean to stand faithfully 
by the pledges which we gave to the con- 
stituencies.

Only a very small 
number of members asked to sign re- 
frained from doing so. One of these, ex- 
plaining his attitude to me, said: “I 
think thé men in Paris know the feeling 
of the country on the question of making 
Germany pay, and, if ‘they fail to act 
in accordance with that feeling, it is up 
to them to explain and justify themselves 
if they can.” .
